Park and a road in Mt. McKinley National Park 
in Alaska.

IANT snow plows have broken the trails In 
the major parks already, abandoned camping 
sites are being renovated, and the dimmed and 
weather beaten direction signs ar* getting fresh 
coats of paint, as the government prepares it 
broad acres of natural scenery. The ranger servho 
is undergoing training in preparation for the sea­ 
son’s work and a number of temporary guardians 
are being taken on for the season. 
The opening dates of the parks vary from 
May 15 to July 1. General Grant, Mesa Verde and 
Sequoia parks, all in California, open their gates 
May 15.

A LET-DOWN IN FEDERAL REGULATION

dlE growing number of persons who see a dan 
ger in an Increase of federal 
bureaucratic 
power should get some consolation from the stand 
of the interstate commerce commission with re 
sp*ct to bus line regulation. When more than i 
year ago the commission undertook an exhaustive 
study of common carrier traffic on the highways it 
wag understood that some form of control similar 
to that exercised over the railroads might be 
found necessary. 
Now, however, the commission 
recomm©nds 
th a t the matter be left almost exclusively in the 
hands of the states. The latter, of course, would 
exercise jurisdiction in purely intrastate traffic. 
But it is suggested that supervision in the 
case 
of interstate bus lines be directed through joint 
action of the states them sieves. 
Under this plan the federal commission would 
serve somewhat as a court of appeals, its author­ 
ity to be exercised only in a limited number of 
instances. This view, by implication at. least, leaves 
the states to demonstrate their capacity to act to­ 
gether in a m atter of mutual concern. Unfortun­ 
ately, there are fe w if any striking ©xamples of 
an exercise of that capacity, on a wide scale. In 
the past. 
Are the states equal to the tack? If so, then 
the means would seem to be at band for an effec­ 
tive check on so-called federal Interference in lo­ 
cal affairs. If not, then more will b* heard of that 
kind of interference in tb* future.

It is just, a year today since Charles A. Lindbergh started from New York to Paris in the Spirit of St. Louis, achieving in 33 Mi hours 
a feat to make his name immortal. Yet not content tn rest upon his laurels, he has journeyed in the ensuing twelve months more than 
oO.uOO miles by air, adding to his subjugation of the Atlantic a goodwill tour of Latin-Amcrican nations, a countrywide flight over the 
United States to awaken national ‘ air mindedness,’’ and other expl oits hardly less noteworthy. The map shows outstanding flights of 
a momentous year.

One year ago today Charles A. 
Lindbergh, an obscure young air 
mail pilot, stepped into his mono­ 
plane at, Roosevelt field and sped 
the road—Faria 
and

Many observers date from that 
day the birth of lasting popular in­ 
terest and confidence in aviation 
tn America, and contend that much 
of the progress made during the 
past year and to be made during 
the years to come was mad© pos­ 
sible largely by Lindbergh’s flight 
and th* emotions it aroused. 
Aviation before that time was at 
best a step-child of public esteem 
in this country, but Lindbergh’s 
f*at fired the popular imagination 
and interest flared. 
The speed with which he flew 
the ocean in the 
first 
non-stop 
flight from New York to Paris and 
the precision with which he a r­ 
rived at his d*stination*eaiight th© 
fancy of th© world and even the 
most obdurate doubters were con­ 
verted to the potentialities of avi­ 
ation. 
His youth—for he was then but 
25 years old—and th© fact that he 
flew alone increased the admira­ 
tion for him. 
Overnight he became the world’s 
hero. 
In th© year since passed his fam* 
has steadily increased. 
Public ad­ 
ulation became so great that Lind­ 
bergh was unable to move without 
great crowds gathering to cheer 
him. Embarrassed by this constant 
attention, 
which 
precluded 
all 


ctancc of privacy, th© fli*r recent-» 
!y adopted th© plan of withholding 
his destination whene\*r he took 
to the air. 
In recent months 
newspapers 
have carried 
almost 
daily 
an­ 
nouncements of Lindbergh’s take­ 
offs from New York, Washington* 
St. Louis or San Diego “for an un­ 
announced destination." 
But us­ 
ually when that destination has 
been reached 
there has 
been a 
crowd on hand. 
Lindbergh’s services during th« 
past year have been almost evenly 
divided totween aviation and di­ 
plomacy. 
After the flight to Paris 
aviation leaders 
and 
statesmen 
realized his north in their fields. 
Unde r th* auspices of the Gug­ 
genheim I und for the Promotion 
of Aeronautics, Lindbergh toyred 
the country, 
speaking in 
every 
state In favor of new airports, air 
legislation and aviation generally. 
At tim behest of th*. government 
he flew as an ambassador of good 
will to Mexico, Central and South 
America, 
After that h© expressed the de- 
sir© to return to private life, but 
as the anniversary of his Atlantic 
flight drew near there were strong 
indications that h© intended anoth­ 
er long flight, one in which many 
saw as his motiv© a desire to blaze 
the way for a commercial airline 
from the United States to Europe. 
To direct questions 
Lindbergh 
would only say that h© was inter­ 
ested in the possibilities of a route 
to Europe by way of Greenland 
and that he had been studying its 
feasibility.

It isn't a good thing for a child 
to go hungry. 
Many a cross, irri 
tab!© boy Is thst way because he 
is hungry most of the time. 
His 
amiability and his health will b© 
improved by regular eating. 
It must be kept in mind that a 
growing child needs much more 
food proportionately than a grown 
person. Not alone must th# young, 
ster eat to restore tho waste, but 
he must cat to build bon© 
and 
muscle and tissue. 
What, would be too much food 
for an adult might not b© nearly 
enough for the growing boy or girl 
That is the r*ason why the echool 
lunch is needed.

warm growing weather now would 
chang* the prospects greatly.
